Under IC 4-22-2-23, the Indiana Department of Transportation intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: Amends 105 IAC 5-10-1 concerning the criteria of a petition for the opening of a railroad crossing.
It deletes the requirement that a petitioner that is granted waiver for flashing lights must bear the cost of installing lights
at a different crossing. The rule will also amend 105 IAC 5-10-1 and 105 IAC 5-10-2 in order to make other technical
changes.
